MOSCOW, April 21—(^V -F rench 
M inister Herve A lphand announced 
tonight th a t a six-m onth coal agree­ 
m ent had been concluded by the 
U nited States, France and G reat 
B ritain assuring France of coal from 
G erm any on a sliding scale depend­ 
ing on production.

The economizer isn't promoting special privileges 
f« » r any one, so nobody much a ppla uds him.

Customs 
Commissioner J ohnson sent dismissal notices to 1340 
of the burea u’s 1605 port-pa trol officers and 236 of 
351 border inspectors. 
In the fa ce of an increased appropriation tha t 
uns a drastic reduction of employ ment, and is ha rd- 
justified. 
We think it is significa nt tha t the 
ings were only in those two ca tegories and nowhere 


e a mong the burea u’s total 8 8 47 employ es. 
And 
ubly significa nt tha t no dismissal notice wa s sent 
to a ny of the 217 employ es in the headquarters a t 
W a shington, where 
people ha ve 
no vote 
and no 
representa tion in Congress. 


The political effect of the dismissal notices wa s 
immedia te and loud. 
Collectors and other employ es 
lr. ma ny ports hustled up protests from Cha mbers 
of Commerce, Importing firms, relatives and friends.

There is no indication tha t the Russia ns 
Intend to get out. 
Mea nwhile Korea ’s 28 ,500,000 people suffer. Their 
complementa ry economy of an industrial and mining 
area, held by Russia, and an agricultural area, held 
by the United Sta tes. There is hardly a ny trade or 
communica tion between the two zones. 
Hence the 
ore lacks food, while the other needs minerals, power, 
timber and other products. 
Under this set-up the United Sta tes ha s been 
pouring $140.000,000 a y ear into South Korea 
tin 
a ddition to occupa tion costs) without improving the 


f .‘uation. A new program is to be presented to Con- 
rrc >.s, as soon as it passes on aid to Greece and Turkey , 
which would cost Ujc American ta x pa y ers still more, 
but which, it is argued, would ena ble Koreans to be­ 
come self-supporting in a few y ears. 
Thus Korea, like Germa ny and Greece, Is to be- 
c me a laboratory to test whether American or Russia n 
methods work better. 
In the mea ntime. Secreta ry Ma rsha ll’s request 
for meeting with Russia to consider esta blishment of 
an independent, sovereign Korean na tion, involves 
much more tha n tha t. In joining the problems of 
K >rea’s peculiar sta tus to the current Germa n and 
Austrian negotia tions, the Secretary clearly is pushing 
for a complete understa nding with the Soviet Union. 
If hope for a greement on Germa ny and Austria 
1* a. >light 
the present Moscow sta lema te indica tes, 
a meeting of minds on the Korean question is unlikely . 
But we must find out, and soon, whether it. is possible 
to settle a ny basic issue with Russia. 
And Korea ’s 
ra^c is an ideal subject for a showdown. 
F ur governments are involved in the occupa tion 
of Germa ny , but only th« United Sta tes and Russia 
are in Korea. We can press for an understa nding 
there unha mpered by side issues. Then, too, in Korea 
we are dea ling with a liberated na tion and a nomina l 
ally whose integrity the United Sta tes and Russia are 
committed to respect by voluntary mutua l a greement. 
If we ca n’t come to terms on Korea, we will know 
tha t it's futile to renew efforts for understa nding on 
tne Germa n and Austrian problems. Then the im ­ 
potent Potsdam a greement can be scrapped, clea ring 
the wav for a new approach to the occupa tion situ­ 
ation as a whole.

Vision is 
fogged and in some is so poor th a t 
for all practical purposes, blindness

'i’h e diagnosis is made by study ing 
th e ey es and ex amining th e ex trem ­ 
ities to ascertain wh eth er th e cir­ 
culation in th ese regions is sim ilar­ 
ly below par. Improvement in vision 
ensues wh en medicine capable of 
dilating th e passageway s are used.

Sh a re s Sp o t Of Imp o rta n ce

To pick from th e surging current 
of th e day ’s news one comparatively 
unnoticed measure in Congress, th e 
bill unify ing th e armed services; to 
call th e public’s attention to th is at 
a time wh en th e country is under 
anx ious strain about m atters of re­ 
cognized momentousness—th e labor 
legislation, th e Greek loan and its 
implications, 
Moscow, 
th e 
United 
Nations—is to assume th at th is mili­ 
tary unification measure h as com­ 
parable 
importance 
Some 
com­ 
petent persons wh o h ave ex amined 
th e scope and provisions of th e bill 
with much care believe it h as th is 
degree of importance. 
T h e public generally th inks it is 
merely a m easure to bring togeth er 
th e Army , Navy and Air force under 
one new 
cabinet member« 
to be 
known as Secretary of National Dc- 
lcnsc 
Because th e average citizen 
•so interprets th e bill, h e pay s little 
attention to it. 
It 
ha s seemed a 
m atter about wh ich only military 
ex perts are com petent to decide. To 
some degree th is point of view ex ists 
in Congress. 
In h earings on th is 
bill before th e Armed Forces Com­ 
mittee of th e Senate, twice recently , 
only 4 Senators of th e 13 on th e com­ 
mittee were present. 
But th e unification bill deals with 
much more 
th an 
th e 
details of 
merging th e services. Th e objectives 
of th at are simple- greater strength 
for th e 
armed 
forces th rough a 
single unified command, and greater 
efficiency and economy th rough a 
centralized auth ority over spending. 
Some Revision C alled For 
“ 
But accompany ing th is are some 
provisions wh ich touch th e status 
and functions of th e military in 
time of both war and peace. Some 
revision in th is field is called for by 
ex perience in th e recent war and es­ 
pecially in th e period of prepared­ 
ness preceding. It is necessary to 
review th e status of th e military in 
a modern government and a modern 
society , and in a ch ange world. 
But any step In th e relation of th e 
military 
to 
government 
and 
to 
civilian society m ust take account of 


a deep-seated American tradition. 
Th is tradition includes m uch isola­ 
tion of th e military from oth er areas 
of society , and strict subordination 
of th e military to civilian auth ority 
and civilian interests. As an ex ample 
of th e spirit of 
th is tradition, no 
military m an h as ever been made 
Secretary of War, alway s a civilian 
h as commanded th e military . 
In 
th is same spirit th ere h as alway s 
been reluctance to make a military 
m an President, th ough th is h as been 
done, conspicuously , in th e case of 
General Grant. 
To preserve th e American tra ­ 
dition, in th e present state of th e 
world, may be difficult,. 
We migh t 
h ave to abandon a part of it, with 
our ey es open, if we conclude th at, 
universal military service is neces­ 
sary . 
W h at Is needed in th e present bill 
Is th at, m providing for ch anges 
wh ich are made necessary by m od ­ 
ern conditions, th e language used 
sh all be carefully ch osen to safe­ 
guard th e American tradition to th e 
utmost. 
Th e pending bill, taking account 
of th e immense p art play ed in m od­ 
ern war by industry , sets up a N at­ 
ional Security Resources Board, to 
function in skeleton form perm an­ 
ently , and in wartime fully . Th is is 
a civilian board. 
Parallel with it is 
anoth er, representing th e military , 
th e Munitions Board wh ich is perm ­ 
anent. 
Th e relation between th e 
civilian board and th e military one 
is important. 
T h e American tra ­ 
dition would say th at th e civilian 
board sh ould h ave superiority of de­ 
cision in th e field of civilian indus­ 
try and in th e process of industrial 
mobilization for war.

recent war th ere wfa s prolonged con­ 
troversy between th e armed forces 
and 
th e civilian 
W ar Production 
Board h eaded by Donald Nelson.

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Way Of The Economizer 
In U. S. Congress Is Hard 


The economizer isn’t promoting special privileges 
for anyone, so nobody much applauds him. 
He is 
Just trying to save money for the taxpayers, who 
aren’t organized to support him. 
His way is hard. 
The House recently appropriated $32,500,000 to 
run the United States Customs Bureau In the next 
fiscal year. 
That Isn’t actually a reduction. 
Its 
$3,100 OOO more than Congress voted the bureau for 
the current year. 
But It’s $3,500,000 less than the 
bureau asked for. 
So what happened? 
Before the 
Senate had acted on the appropriation, three months 
before the end of the current fiscal year. Customs 
Commissioner Johnson sent dismissal notices to 1340 
©f the bureau’s 1605 port-patrol officers and 236 of 
Its 351 border inspectors. 
In the face of an increased appropriation that 


t e e m s a drastic reduction of employment, and is hard­ 
ly justified. 
We think it is significant th at the 
firings were only in those two categories and nowhere 
else among the bureau’s total 8847 employes. 
And 
doubly significant that no dismissal notice was sent 
to any of the 217 employes in the headquarters at 
Washington 
where people have no vote and no 
representation in Congress. 
The political effect of the dismissal notices was 
immediate and loud. 
Collectors and other employes 
in many ports hustled up protests from Chambers 
of Commerce, importing firms, relatives and friends. 
Senators were bombarded with telegrams and letters 
saving that the reduction of customs personnel would 
b rin g on a wave of smuggling and dope-running, 
wreck our foreign trade and increase the difficulties 
o! foreign travel. 
It Is to be hoped the Senate won’t be stampeded 
bv this political pressure. 
The taxpayers want the 
Customs Bureau to have all the employes It needs to 
do it* Job effectively—but no more. 
With $3,100,000 
m ore than it has this year, it would seem, the bureau 
should be able to pay a force ad eq u ate to police the 
port.*, patro l th e borders an d check th e im ports. 
We believe Hie Senate should conduct a real in- 
▼estlgatlon of the blatant propaganda and lobby 
activities by Custom* Bureau officials. 
Tile burden 
of proof th at more money is needed is on the bureau. 
It is not up to Congress to prove that this bureau, 
or any other, shouldn’t have all the money It wants. 


Korea May Become Subject 
Of Showdown With Russia 


General MacArthur** announcement that Korea 
f« well advanced toward self-rule and statements in 
the Chinese press that Korea could be independent 
within three months focus attention on a little coun­ 
try which could easily become one of the world's 
trouble spots 
Korea was on America's side during the war. 
Hf r people are fierce individualists, who have earned 
the name of “the Irish of the Orient** They resent 
American and Russian occupation almost equally. 
The United States ha.s 50.000 troops In South Korea, 
facing 200.000 Russian soldiers across an arbitrary 
boundary. There is no indication th at the Russians 
intend to get out. 
Meanwhile Korea’s 28.500.000 people suffer. Their 
complement ary economy of an industrial and mining 
area held by Russia, and an agricultural area, held 
by the United States. There Is hardly any trade or 
communication between the two zones. Hence the 
one lacks food, while the other needs minerals, power, 
timber and other products. 
Under this set-up the United States has been 
pouring $140,000,000 a year into South Korea tin 
addition to occupation costs I without improving the 
fixation. A new program is to be presented to Con­ 
gress. a-s soon as it passes on aid to Greece and Turkey, 
w hich would cost the American taxpayers still more, 
but which, it is argued, would enable Koreans to be­ 
come self-supporting in a few years. 
Thus Korea, like Germany and Greece, Is to be­ 
come a laboratory to test whether American or Russian 
methods work better. 
In the meantime. Secretary Marshall’s request 
for meeting with Russia to consider establishment of 
•n independent, sovereign Korean nation, involves 
much more than that. In joining the problems of 
Korea’s peculiar status to the current German and 
Austrian negotiations, the Secretary clearly is pushing 
for a complete understanding with the Soviet Union. 
If hope for agreement on Germany and Austria 
i f a* slight as the present Moscow stalemate indicates, 
« meeting of minds on the Korean question Is unlikely. 
But we must find out. and soon, whether it Is possible 
to settle any basic issue with Russia. And Korea's 
case Is an ideal subject for a showdown. 
Four governments are involved in the occupation 
of Germany, but only tHw United States and Russia 
are In Korea. We can press for an understanding 
there unhampered by side issues. Then, too, in Korea 
we arc dealing with a liberated nation and a nominal 
ally whose integrity the United States and Russia are 
committed to respect by voluntary mutual agreement. 
If we can’t come to terms on Korea, we will know 
that ifs futile to renew efforts for understanding on 
toe German and Austrian problems. Then the Im­ 
potent Potsdam agreement can be scrapped, clearing 
the wnv for a new approach to the occupation situ­ 
ation as a whole.

Vision is 
fogged and Iii some Is so poor th at 
for all practical purposes, blindness 
exist* One or both sides are in­ 
volved and cold or excitement of. 
ten aggtacates the m anifestations. 
'Hie diagnosis is made by studying 
the eyes and examining the extrem ­ 
ities to ascertain whether the cir­ 
culation in these regions is sim ilar­ 
ly below liar. Improvement iii vision 
ensues when medicine capable of 
dilating the passageways are used.

T his inform ation and sources of 
the revenue were contained in a 
schedule forwarded b y Secretary of 
S tate John B. Funk to W hitw orth 
at the la tte r’s request. 
T he schedule shows tha t the coun­ 
ty. under laws passed b efore 1947, 
will receive the am ount of $890,615.80 
for schooLs. roads, etc., for the offi­ 
cial year during June 30, 1947. while 
the county will receive $2,153,335.20 
under the 1947 Acts of the G eneral 
Assemb ly, or an increase of $1,172,- 
719 40 for the year startin g July 1. 
Will Be Appo rtio ned 
Incorporated towns and cities will 
receive a portion of these am ounts 
b ut the totals have not yet b een 
(determ ined. 
For the fiscal year ending Jun e 30 
| the schools allocation am ounts to 
$792,165 b ut for the year 1947-48 the 
¡allocation w’ill totai $1,550,734, an 
increase 
of 
$758,569, 
the 
scedule 
shows. Tn addition, another S154,- 
320 will b e allocated to the county 
under the school incentive fund.
